INJUNCTION NOT GRANTED. 


The city injunction case came up before 


Judge Nelson yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock, Oapt. J. S. Post and Hon. A. B. 
Bunn appearing in support of the peti- 
tion for the injunction, and Crea & Ew- 
ing and K. H. Boby opposing. The case 
was argued at length, and at the conclu- 
sion of arguments of counsel the court 
held that the bill wetting forth the rea- 
sons for the injunction prayed for was 
insufficient, in that it failed to state the 
reasons for the removal of the officers 
whose pay the court was asked to enjoin, 
and also in that it failed to state that oth- 
er officers had been appointed to fill the 
places made vacant by removals. 


The Judge remarked that he had no 


question us to the power of the Mayor to 
remove an appointive officer under the 
law of 1875; but that such removal must 
be made in a proper manner and for a 
proper cause; that the power to remove 
as an absolute and arbitrary right by the 
Mayor, as claimed by complainant and 
his counsel, would be a dangerous pre- 
rogative, and leave the city at the mercy 
of the Mayor, which was certainly not the 
intention or object of the law. Under the 
theory of the bill the Mayor could remove 
all officers of the city whose election is 
not provided for by law and fill their 
places by others of his own selection, re- 
gardless of the rights and interests of the 
city, and there would, be no help for it.— 
The Mayor must have good ami sufficient 
cause for the removal of an officer before 
ho can exercise his power, and the bili 
should set forth such reasons, so the court 
:an determine from its reading whether 
the reasons were sufficient to make the 
•emoval lawful, and not doing so the in- 
unction could not be granted.

Some time last season Mr. D. C. Shock-

Another experiment was made last 


evening with the electro-magnetic light 
at the water works. 
The room.- ivere 


first lighted up and a very satisfactory 
flume was produced. 
The light rlicker- 


ered at times, but the steadiness of the 
flame was in marked contrast with that 
of the preceding evening. 
Every nook 


and corner of the large room wa? illum- 
inated, and the gas jets showed up about 
as good a liglitas a tallow candle by the 
side of the sun. 
The electric light was 


next thrown over the city from the top 
of the tall tower, with which wires from 
the generator in the engine room are 
connected, and a very good steady lio'ht 
was produced. 
The light was quite 


brilliant at the (5rand Pacific Hotel, a 
distance of over a mile, and newspapers 
could be easily read by it there. 
In the 


experiment of-the evening previous, the 
reflector was turned to the crib, and al- 
though the distance was two miles, the 
keeper of that solitary abode was en- 
abled to amuse himsclf'by its light. Two 
lamps have been placed in the water 
works, and the intention is to use the 
light altogether as soon as some trifling 
obstacles have been overcome. 
The 


light can be produced at a cost of about 
a cent an hour, and when once in use. a 
great saving in the shape 9f s:as bills 
will be effected. 
The experiments will 


be continued until a steady flame has 
been secured.

It is impossible for any -citizen tp 


shut his eyes to the fact that there is in 
thi* country a rapidly growingyfioeiiriistic 
and 
communistic spirit, which if it 


continues to grow in the future as it 
has in the past, will result in. conflicts; 
betwec.n ,thc, m.euibcj's.pl.j^o^ia^s^c, jy;- 
ganizations and the constituted author- 
ities of the state. 
What the purpose 


of these crg'anizations'is'as s^t 'forth by 
.their own leaders is to have a division 
of property.. 
One of them stated tc a 


reporter of the Chicago TriLiine the 
other day, as an illnstratiou of what 
they wanted, that Field & Luiter ought 
to resign their vast business into the 
hands of. the people and receive from it 
thu same stipend as the rest of the 
community, so much and no more; the 
same rule to be applied to every othpr 
accumulation of property in the coun- 
try. 
A» a preliminary step to this divi- 


sion of property, this man thought that 
there ought to be "a recovery of the 
public lands from the railroads and the 
speculators, and the transfer of all the 
monopolies into the hands of the gov- 
ernment, whereby they will become the 
property of 
the people." 
After the 


first dhision was made, it would hardly 
be a week before, by industry and en- 
ergy, some men would get a larger 
amount of property than others, and 
then the socialistic idea would be to 
have another divide, and so on indefi- 
nitely. 


Were it not that such ideas as this 


are grosving in this country, and then 
the men who hold them are growing 
bolder and bolder in their utterances, 
there would be no cause for fear. 
But 


the fact is that they have become so 
bold that they actually declare that if 
they cainiut carry their points by the 
balfot they will by the bullet. 
The 


man tojwhom we have referred above 
admitted that there would be consider- 
able 
objection to 
the '-co-operative'' 


idea, as he called it. being carried into 
effect, but declared that force could 
and would be used if necessary for the 
purpose. 
The lenders of this move- 


ment are wise enough to know that 
preliminary work is necessary to the 
success of their plans, so in all the 
larger cities socialistic clubs are being 
formed, arms are being purchased 
and 


the men are being drilled in their use. 
In Chicago, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
there are societies of this character.— 
They say that they have no intention 
ot interfering with the police, but that- 
if the police interfere with them they 
shall retaliate. 
They excuse their car- 


rying of arms on the ground that there 
is a state militia whose members are 
engaged in perfecting themselves in the 
use of arms. 
They do not pretend, 


however, that they are state militia or 
military companies in any sense. 
They 


do not drill for amusement or exercise, 
or to the end that they may be able to 
assist in maintaining the public peace, 
Nothing of that kind. They arc drill- 
ing, according 
to 
their 
own 
ac- 


counts 
so 
that 
they 
may 
be 


prepared lo resist any interference.— 
Why, if the designs arc just, and lawful, 
should they expect interference? 
They 


have a sworn organization of fifty or 
sixty thousand men, v/hen two years ago 
they bad but'five thousand. 
The.out- 


breaks of last summer were, it is believ- 
ed, largely the work of this class of men. 
Their attempts then failed, but an im- 
mense amount of property and many 
lives were sacrificed. 
How soon anoth- 


er outbreak may occur nobody can tell. 
Pretexts for it will not bo wanting, and 
there are turbulent spirits everywhere 
who, though not members of the organ- 
ization, would be ready enough to join 
it in its attacks upon the existing order 
of things. 
The duty of the public au- 


thorities in this matter i» plain. 
While 


(he right of- all citizens peaceably to as- 
semble should not be interfered with, 
while the right to carry arms should be 
respected, there ought to be a vigilant 
care to detect and suppress the first 
movement which looks towards riot or 
mob violence. 
An} thing of that sort, 


if taken in its inception, could be crush- 
ed without difficulty, but, if allowed to 
spread and develop, would doubtless be- 
come a foree which would roquiru the 
exercise of a great power , to put down. 
Of course theTcvil is: not so great in the 
country as it is'in'the great cities.''Tkrt 
any movement which begips jn the lu- 
tcr is sure to spread to the farmer. 
The 


thing that affects the one also affects the 
other. 
Therefore it is that the 'whole 


country is watching with interest the 
developments which are being 'made, 
and are waiting anxiously to know how 
this latest and greatest of dangers is 
met by the public authorities in the 
cities where it has established.

J. H. Pattee, H. ]>. Harding, and R 
Kegnier, Jr., and one from Chicago, 
named G. V. Wells, have just accom- 
plished a very successful expose ot J. 
H. Mott, the famous materializing medi- 
um of Memphis, Missouri. 
They spent 


several days in Memphis, and attended a 
number 
of seances at Mott's house. 


Some of the party leaned decidedly tow- 
ard spiritualism, and were endeavoring 
to strengthen their faith, but the tests 
were not satisfactory, and they began to 
suspect that Mott was a fraud. Pattee 
determined to settle the matter beyond 
a doubt. 
Ho procured a hollow ring 


with a -mall bole iu front, and n tube- 
on one -\<\<\ w h i i - i i was connected w i t h a 
hollow m'uber bull, which, liming pre- 
uou-!y tilled with an alcoholic solt 
of aniline, was secreted in his hand. He 
sat tliro'i'jli several seances, submitting 
to all the 
conditions. 
On the third 


evening, feeling confident that he rec- 
ognized the features of Mott in the 
spirit's face, he - put the squirting ring 
on his little finger, and when called to 
the aperture a friend appeared, in whom 
ho recognized Mott. 
When the curtain 


parted, and the face appeared ut the 
aperture near where his had rested, he 
compressed the rubber ball, squirting 
the aniline solution into the spirit's 
face. 
The face was immediately with- 


drawn, the assistants were called for and 
there was commotion in the cabinet. 
The party rushed to the door, and in the 
confusion 
which 
followed, Mott was 


heard to say in an angry tone. 'cThe (iod 
dammed son of a b—h has squirted 
something all over my face.' 
Thedoor 


was opened and the solution was found 
to be spattered all over Mott's face and 
clothing. 
Mott undertook to account 


for this by saying that the spirit came 
to him so quick after the dye was squirt- 
ed on it that the impression remain*! 
on his (Mott'a) face. 
This theory was 


ubsequently abandoned, and Motts. 
friends asserted that the aniline must 
lave been thrown with malicious intent 
lircctly upon tho medium, while sitting 
n the chair. 
The chair was examined, 


ind tlie aniline was found to be spat- 
tered all over the arms, cushion and 
>aek, thus demonstrating that it was 
mpossible that any one could have been 
sitting in it at the time.
